RESOLUTION NO. 80- 95 


AMENDMENT 

TO 

DECLARATORY RESOLUTION NO. 78-13 
WEST MAIN STREET RENEWAL PROJECT AMENDED 


WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission (the "Commis¬ 
sion") pursuant to Section 12 of Chapter 176 of the Acts of 1953 
of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana, the Redevelopment 
of Cities and Towns Act of 1953 (the "Act") (I.C. 18-7-7-12) 
adopted Declaratory Resolution No. 78-13 finding that the following 
described real estate in the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, was 
blighted, deteriorated, and deteriorating within the meaning of 
the Act, which area is bounded and described as follows: 

Beginning at the point of intersection of the 
easterly right-of-way line of Calhoun Street 
and the southerly right-of-way line of the 
Norfolk and Western Railway Company; thence 
westerly along the southerly right-of-way line 
of the Norfolk and Western Railway Company to 
the westerly right-of-way line of Harrison 
Street; thence southerly along the westerly 
right-of-way line of Harrison Street to the 
northerly right-of-way line of Pearl Street; 
thence westerly along the northerly right-of- . 
way line of Pearl Street to the westerly 
right-of-way line of Maiden Lane; thence 
southerly along the westerly right-of-way line 
of Maiden Lane to the northerly right-of-way 
line of Main Street; thence westerly along the 
northerly right-of-way line of Main Street to 
the easterly right-of-way line of Ewing Street; 
thence southerly along the easterly right-of- 
way line of Ewing Street to the northerly 
right-of-way line of Berry Street; thence 
easterly along the northerly right-of-way 
line of Berry Street to the westerly right-of- 
way line of Maiden Lane; thence northerly 
along the westerly right-of-way line of Maiden 
Lane to the southerly right-of-way line of 
Main Street; thence easterly along the southerly 
right-of-way line of Main Street to the easterly 
right-of-way line of Calhoun Street; thence 
northerly along the easterly right-of-way line 
of Calhoun Street to the point of beginning. 

(the "Blighted Area"), determined that all proceedings relating to 

the Blighted Area should thereafter be referred to as the West 

Main Street Renewal Project Amended, approved the Urban Renewal 

Plan for the Blighted Area, and determined that the urban renewal 

of such Blighted Area would be of public utility and benefit; and 



WHEREAS, said resolution was submitted to and approved by the 
City Plan Commission of Fort Wayne and the Common Council of the 
City of Fort Wayne, and thereafter pursuant to notice published 
in accordance with the requirements of the Act, determined that 
the proceedings relating to the project was in the public utility 
and benefit; and 

WHEREAS, Section 39.1 of the Act, as added by Public Law 134 
in the Second Regular Session of the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana of 1980 (I.C. 18-7-7-39.1) provides that a declaratory 
resolution previously adopted by the Commission may include an 
allocation provision by amendment of such declaratory resolution 
in accordance with the procedures required for the original adoption 
of the declaratory resolution; and 

WHEREAS, the Commission now desires to amend Declaratory 
Resolution No. 78-13 so as to include a provision for the alloca¬ 
tion and distribution of taxes as authorized in Section 39.1 of 
the Act. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Fort Wayne Redevelop¬ 
ment Commission that Declaratory Resolution No. 78-13 be and is 
hereby now amended by the insertion of the following additional 
section: 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That 

(a) As used in this resolution for purposes of dis¬ 
tribution and allocation of real property taxes, "allocation 
area" means all of the Blighted Area included in Declaratory 
Resolution No. 78-13. 

(b) Any real property taxes hereafter levied by or for 
the benefit of any public body entitled to a distribution of 
property taxes on taxable real property in the allocation 
area described in the Declaratory Resolution No. 78-13 shall 
be allocated and distributed as follows: 

(1) Except as otherwise provided in this section, 
the proceeds of such taxes attributable to the lesser 
of: (i) the assessed value of such property for the

assessment date with respect to which the allocation and 
distribution is made, or (ii) the assessed value of all 
such property as finally determined for the assessment 
date immediately preceding the effective date of the 
allocation provision of Declaratory Resolution No. 78-13, 
shall be allocated to and when collected paid into the 
funds of.the respective taxing units. 

(2) Except as otherwise provided in this section, 
real property tax proceeds in excess of those described 
in clause (1) of this section shall be allocated to the 
Commission and when collected paid into a special fund 
which shall be used by the Commission only to: (i) pay 
the principal and interest of and interest on any obli¬ 
gations incurred by the Commission for the purpose of 
financing or refinancing the redevelopment of the alloca¬ 
tion area; or (ii) reimburse the city or town for expendi¬ 
tures made by it for public improvements in the allocation 
area, or for rentals paid by it for a building or off- 
street parking facility in the allocation area under any 
lease entered into pursuant to I.C. 18-5-5.3. 

(3) When the monies in the allocation fund are 
sufficient to pay when due all principal, and interest, 
monies in the allocation fund in excess of that amount 
shall be paid to the respective taxing units in the manner 
provided in clause (1) of this section. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that in all proceedings hereafter 
relating to the West Main Street Renewal Project Amended the 
same shall be referred to as the West Main Street Renewal 
Project Amended, as amended. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that a copy of this resolution be 
submitted to the City Plan Commission of Fort Wayne for examina 
tion by that body and its determination as to whether this 
declaratory resolution conforms to the master plan of develop¬ 
ment for said city and for its written order approving or

disapproving this declaratory resolution. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that if an approving order is 
issued by said City Plan Commission, the same shall be trans¬ 
mitted to the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne for 
its approval. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that upon receipt of the written 
order of approval of said City Plan Commission and the approval 
of the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne a notice shall 
be published in accordance with the requirements of Section 14 
of the Redevelopment of Cities and Towns Act of 1953 (Chapter 
176 of the Acts of 1953 of the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, as amended) fixing a date for the receiving and 
hearing of remonstrances and objections from persons interested 
in or affected by the proceedings pertaining to the proposed 
project and for the final determination of the public utility 
and benefit thereof.
